Corn Dull, Oats Lively 'and Pork' Hurt by
the Financial litra.

CHICAGO. Aug. 7. Expectations that
the President would, in his mesaageto Con-

gress, recommend some mode for immedi-
ate relief of the money market was a
strengthening factor for a time to-da- y, but,
after maintaining an improvement of from
Uo to 4c per bushel during the greater
part of the session, it closed at a decline of
4c Corn was firm, and rested with a
slight gain. Provisions ruled dnll and
lower. Wheat developed a good deal of
strength dnrmg the early part of the ses-

sion. Stocks in Wall street opened higher;
gold continued to arrive from the other
side, and the assembling of Conzress was
thought to bring the day of final relief
nearer. For a brief interval there .was
more investment buying than usu-

al of late. Shorts were dis-
posed to cover while there was
little wheat for sale. But soon
stocks began to break and wheat weak-
ened, when early buyers attempted to sell
out. The visible supply statement was
disappointing, showing that an increase in
stocg. had occurred, notwithstanding the
liberal export clearances of the past week.
Trade was exceedingly dull, taken alto-
gether. Operators seem to bo gradually
reaching the conclusion mat it was more
prudent to wait and see what Conuressis
likely todo.rather thanoperateon whatthey
think it ought to do. The market opened
with prices 1,h014C higher than Saturday's
closing and later advanced 04c more,
then became weak and prices declined l'fiO
for September and lso for December, clos-
ing steady at about the bottom figures.

Corn was extremely dull. The contend-
ing influences were the impossibility of
negotiating New York exchange, conse-
quently the bar to tilling shipping orders
and the supposed ill etlect of the drought
on the crop. Opening trades were at Vs0
Asc advance, and after selling oil Uc ad-
vanced 4c, reading 40so later on,
changed borne, ruled firm and closed with
slight gain.

Oats started out with an advance of Uc.
Later weakness developed on reports from
New York that exporters were canceling
orders and reselling. This induced free
selling here, and prices declined 34o from
the top. and the market closed easy at a net
loss for the'day of 40Vc.

Hogs cannot be moved East becanse of
the disorganization of banking arrange-
ments. As a result provisions were weak
and inactive from tho start, closing 20o
lower for pork and ribs and .IOo lower for
lard.

To Lighten Wanb-Da- y Drudgery.
Woman's Work.

Here are a lew rules that will lighten tho
drudgery of washiDgand ironing;

Put the clothes to soak over uight in good
soapsuds, putting the table and bed linen
iu a separate tub from the wearing apparel.
Rain water is soft, the best for washing,
and it is easier to dip water from barrels or
tubs than it is to pump or "draw" it,- - On
wash day begin work early in the
morning. Rub the clothes out of the
water in which they are soaked, using
a scrub-boar- d. The eotking does away
with much labor; rub ouly the parts 'of
each garment that show soil. Boil in soap-
suds. Should any articles be much soiled,
save them for the last, and add an extra
bit of soap and a little kerosene to the
boiling water. Rinee through two waters

to the second add a little bluing before
putting the clothes in. A wringer should
be used if possible; if not it will require
two pairs of . bands to wring the clothes
sutticiently dry. On a bright day the
towels. napkins and small pieces
will dry very quickly. While they
are still a little damn take
from the line and fold ready tor ironing.
The tablecloths and sheets will iron inncu
more easily if folded smoothly and not al- -

k lowed to wrinkle. Starch the garments
that require it the day they aro washed,
and while they are still a little damp. For
ironing have a bright lire of such wood as
will make clean coals and little ashes. If
yon are so situated that it is more con-
venient to heat irons on the cooking stove
remove the lids over the firebox, puton the
large griddle and set the smoothing irons
in it; they will heat qnicker. and it will
save your stove and time.

A simple contrivance, designed to save a
great deal of washing-da- y work, can be put
in place very easily, ltconsistsof a littie
house or shed, fifteen inches long, fastened
stoutly all along one side against the outer
wall of a building, or perhaps against a
fenee; though oneobjection to the latter is
that the line, when stretched and hung
with wet clothes, would pnll upon the
fence, and perhaos cause it to sag in time.
A part of the other or outer side of the
clothes-lin- o shelter is made in a sort of
door, opening on hinges, which lets
down, disclosing the barrel ou which
the clothes-lin- e is wound. To this, at
oneend, a crank handle is attached with a
ratohet wheel. In puttiug up the line, one
end of which is tied to a barrel, tirat tin-wi- nd

the line and pass it around eaob pole
until all is in the position wanteJ. Mio
the loop in the end over the last pole, then
go back to th box. tarn the crank until all
the line is straightand taut, then fasten by
means of the ratchet so that it cannot
unwind. This prevents "sagging" effect-
ually. When the clothes have beeti taken
otl the line wind it np aud shut up the ide
opening to protect the rope from rain,
dampness and mildew.

An iron dish cloth greatly facilitates the
washing of pans and kettles to which food
has adhered in cooking.
